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Black=Contiery Wage-Hour 
Bill Passed In Senate 56 To 
28 After A Lengthy Debat 


WASHINGTON, July 31, — Ad- 
ministration forces pushed the re- 
vised Black-Connery wage and 
hour bill through the Senate today, 
overcoming defection in Democrat- 
ic ranks, 

A long day of debate and roll 
calls on amendments neared an 
end when the Senate defeated, 48 
to 86, a motion to send the bill 
back to the labor committee for 
further study, 

This move was quickly followed 
by another roli call which passed 
the bill to the House by a 56 to 
2& margin, 

Twenty-two Democrats and 14 
Republicans yoted to recommit the 
measure ,a move which would have 
euded its consideration for the 
session, One Republican and three 
independents joined 45 Democrats 
in defeating that effort. 

The measure, one of the major 
items in President Roosevelt's leg- 
islative program for this year, was 
drafted to accomplish some of the 
same ends that NRA once sought 
to reach, 

It would give to an administra- 
tion board power to fix minimum 
wages and maximum hours for in- 
dustries engaged in interstate com- 
merce. It would also outlaw child 
labor in trade crossing state lines. 

The board could not fix a mini- 
mum wage higher than 40 cents 
an hour or a maximum work week 
shorter than 40 hours. 

A much more drastic bill has 
been drafted by the House labor 
committee, permitting the propos- 
ed labor standard board to fix 
minimum wages.as high as 70 
cents an hour and a work week 
as low as 35 hours, 

The closing hours of a five-day 
debate saw proponents of the leg- 
islation fighting back amendments 
which would have restricted va- 
rious regulatory powers contained 
in the bill. 

Among major amendments 
adopted was the substitution of 
the Wheeler-Johnson child labor 
bill for the child labor provisions 
in the bill. 

The Wheeler-Johnson proposal 
would prevent shipment of child 
labor goods into a State in viola- 
tion of the laws of that State in 
addition to barring such shipments 
frum interstate commerce, 

The wage-hour bill contained a 
simple prohibition against inter- 
state shipments. Both measures 
fixed the child labor age limit at 
16 and, in the case of hazardous 
industries, at 18 years of age. 

Chairman Black (D), Alabama, 
of the Senate labor committee, ex- 
pressed satisfaction over the form 
in which the bill passed. He told 
the Senate the Democratic plat- 
form had promised the bill to the 
people. His usual unruffled calm 
gone, Black implored his colleagues 
tc ‘consider the little fellows that 
are not able to come to Wash- 
ington.” 

Directing sarcasm on those who 
had argued for protection of the 
small business man, Black said 
he was interested in the individual 
worker. 

Pointing to the reserved gal- 
leries, where lobbyists often sit, 
Black said: “They have no rep- 
resentative there or anywhere 
else, unless it was the man who 
was taken from the galleries a 
few minutes ago.” 

Shortly before he spoke a man 
giving his name as W. A. Maxwell, 
of Chicago, had been dragged 
shouting from the galleries when 


he attempted to interrupt proceed- 
ings by making a speech, 

Senator Byrnes (D), South Car- 
olina, appealed to the Senate to 
re-commit the bill on the ground 
it would harm small business es- 
tablishments. He said also it 
would cut farmers’ profits by mak- 
ing their purchases more costly. 

Senator Connally (D), Texas, 
who moved to send the measure 
back to committee, said he was 
“anxious to vote for a bill to regu- 
late hours and wages” but “that; 
doesn’t mean I am willing to vote 
for any bill that has that label 
on it.” 

Majority Leader Barkley (D), 
Kentucky, making his first appeal 
for a major administration meas- 
ure since his election as floor lead- 
er, told the Senate it was “not 
dealing with cold economic figures, 
but human problems and_ social 
problems.” 

“If the time has arrived,” he de- 
clared, “when we must chobdse be- 
tween two horns of a dilemma— 
whether all our people will work; 
three-fourths of the time or three- 
fourths of our people are to work 
all of the time and the other one- 
fourth not work at all, then I 
choose the former.” 

After passing the wage-hour 
sill, the Senate voted to begin de- 
bate on the Wagner housing’ bill 
when it convenes Monday at noon. 

One of the closest votes during 
the day came on a move to attach 
the Wagner-Van Nuys anti-lynch- 
ing bill as a rider, It was defeat- 
ed 46-39, 

The Senate voted to exempt from 
hour regulation the employes of 
cooperative dairies and persons en- 
gaged in the processing and pack- 
ing of perishable agricultural prod- 
ucts during the harvesting season. 

It also expanded the definition 
of agricultural labor, exempt, from 
all regulation, to include persons 
engaged in preparation, packing 
and storing of fresh fruits and veg- 
etables in the area of production 
in their raw or natural state. 

Employes of express companies 
were also exempted. They are 
covered by another law. 

An amendment by Senator Bail- 
ey (D), North Carolina, to require 
Senate confirmation of wage-hour 
board employes receiving $4,000 or 
more a year also was adopted.

TROUBLE SOLVED—The mys- 
terious reason why Water Super- 
intendent Ernest Owen's cornstalks 
would get limp and fall over while 
appearing to be fresh and green 
and perfectly healthy, has been 
solved, It was not a borer, as 
County Agent Hugh Sexton sug- 
gested, that was causing the trou- 
ble, but a plant disease known 
as Mexican sore-leg. When Mr. 
Owen told his trouble to Prof. 
R. G. Ellis, agricultural expert, he 
turned to his files in the voca- 
tional building and located a 
pamphlet covering the subject in 
a jiffy. The booklet, explained 


that the disease is transmitted in 
the seed and that the remedy is 
to not plant corn on the land for 
several years and to burn the in- 
fected stalks. It stated that the 
infected stalks rot off a little 
above the ground at about the 
btage when they begin to tassel, 
after which time the neighboring 
stalks are not likely to be in- 
fected. Mr, Owen found this to 
be true in his patch, for whereas 
he was losing 15 to 20 stalks daily 
at the tasseling stage, the stalks 
that survived that period have 
showed no symptoms of falling and 
Mr, Owen still has an unusually 
fine looking patch of corn, just 
coming into the roasting ear stage. 

Mr. Owen's experience demon- 
strates the value of having such 
an extensive store of information 
in charge of a man like Prof. 
Ellis, available. Farmers should 
take advantage of such an oppor-

In cooperation with the P.-T, A., 
a pre-school clinic will be held at 
the Health Department office Au- 
gust 13 at 9:30 a.m. This clinic 
is for the children of Elba and 
vicinity entering the next term of 
school. Children between the ages 
of two to six are eligible, but it 
is especially urgent that those of 
school age attend. A physical ex- 
amination is of great importance 
at this time in order that defects 
may be corrected early.

How many people appreciate and 
understand the work of a Health 
Department? We are living in 
the age of advanced civilization 
where the progress of science and 
medicine has given us great ad- 
vantages over our forebears, 
Spread of disease has been check- 
ed to such an extent that epi- 
demics are rarely seen. The well- 
being and therefore the happiness 
of the people has been materially 
increased with a definite lengthen- 
ing of life. Medical science has 
contributed more to mankind than 
any other single factor, 

The Health Department with its 
trained workers is bringing to the 
people the principles of disease 
prevention. Only by prevention is 
progress going to be achieved in 
public health and in future times 
preventive medicine will dominate 
all other branches of this science. 

Health workers are the poorest 
paid of all professional people. 
They adhere to their work much 
as does a minister in preaching 
the gospel. Many cases are re- 
corded where lives were volun- 
tarily sacrificed for the adyance- 
ment of disease control. Physi- 
cians have been known to delib- 
erately contract virulent diseases 
in order that they may be studied 
more thoroughly. 

Bach person can _ individually 
take part in the advancement of 
public health and its success is 
directly determined by cooperation 
of people as a whole. A man’s 
mental advancement may be ac- 
curately measured by his attitude 
toward such humanitarian move- 
ments. 


QUARANTINE ORDERED IN 


FIGHT ON NEW CROP PEST 
| 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 3.—Strict | 


rules and regulations for entorce- 
ment of the quarantine he has 
placed on infested areas in Coy- 
ington County, Alabama, and the 
counties of Walton and Okaloosa 
in Florida, to prevent further 
spread of the Argentine weevil or 
white fringed beetle, cotton’s new- 
est insect enemy, were promulgat- 
ed and made public yesterday by 
Commissioner of Agriculture R. J. 
Goode, 

After specifying the boundaries 
of the infestation in the three 
counties concerned, the regulations 
place a strict prohibititon on pos- 
sessing, collecting, transporting or 
distributing live or dead beetles 
into or from the affected areas 
except by those officially engaged 
in eradication or investigation 
work. 

Restricted products are listed, 
none of which may be transported 
from the infested areas into, with- 
in or through the State of Ala- 
bama, except when accompanied 
by a valid permit issued by a State 
or Federal inspector with authori- 
ty from the State to do so.
